RALEIGH AS VIEWED BY AN OUT- 
SIDER.—The N. Y. South takes a birds 
eye view of the cities and towns of 
North Carolina. Here is what it 
says of Raleigh : 

‘The capitalof the State is a beau- 
tiful city. Itis called ‘“‘The City of 
Oaks”? from the great number of 
oaks here found, which have been 
preserved by the first settlers down 
to the present residents. There are 
few objects of grander beauty than 
one of these aborigines of the forest, 
elothed in the full fresh verdure of 
May or early June, relieved against 
the deep blue and serene sky of this 
elimate. All the grounds surround- 
ing the many fine residences are 
used foreanamental gardening, and 
this artificial beauty adds mueh to 
the general appearance of the city. 
Conservatories filled with exotics, st- 
tached to houses, are not unfrequent. 
Considerable attention is given to 


green asses, sometimes green 
all the “Winter, and great taste 
is displayed in the _ borders 


of shrubbery and ernamental hya- 
cinth flowers. ‘There are rows of 
choice roses, flowering shrubs, yines 
and roots of many kinds, and ‘*The 
woody plants of North Carolina,”’ of 
which Dr. Curtis says: ‘‘Their grace- 
ful evergreen leaves, the proportions 
of its large, bright and delicious fra- 
grant blossoms, renders them the 
pride of our forest.’’ ‘The business 
portion of this city are being built up 
with very large and handsome struc- 
tures, mostly three and four stories 
high, and built of brick. Mansard 
roofs are in favor here, and all build- 
ings are finished in the latest style 
and taste. The trade of the city in- 
creases every season, especially in 
cotton. It is estimated that over 30,- 
000 bales of cotton will change hands 
here this present season. At this 
place are located the public buildings 
of the State, consisting of the Lunatic 
Asylum, the Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum and the _ Penitentiary. 
In 1788, Raleigh was elected as the 
seat of government. The old State 
House, in 1792, was described as ‘‘a 
huge misshapen pile.’’ In 1819 the 
house was enlarged and renovated,

SEABOARD AND RALEIGH RaAIL- 
ROAD.—It strikes us that it is time 
our business men, and citizens gene- 
rally, should bestir themselves into 
taking some action in the further- 
ance of this great enterprise. That 
its successful accomplishment will 
redound to the material prosperity of 
our city is a fact so self-evident that 
no explanation or elucidation is atall 
necessary. If we are to partake of 
the benefits it is but fair and just 
that we should take our just share of 
the burden, and lend our euergies to- 
ward the accomplishmentor the de- 
sign. Wecannot expect to sit idiy 
by, with inert and folded hands, and 
have other people to accomplish, 
without any assistance whatever 
from us,a great work which will 
serve to pour wealth into our laps and 
give subsistence to our now suffering 
and unemployed classes. The dic- 
tates of common sense, justice and 
self-respect forbid the pursuit of 
such a course. We should at once 
give to the work whatever of moral 
and substantial encouragement we 
can command. Tq fail to do it is to 
fail in our duty to the present and to 
those who are to come after us. The 
opportunity is now within our grasp 
to open up to our market one of the 
richest and most fertile portions of the 
State which has heretofore found 
a roundabout outlet to Norfolk, Va., 
and the northern ports. The cotton 
of Nash, Edgecombe and contiguous 
counties will find its way here, and 
such an impetus will be given to our 
trade that Raleigh, as much as she 
has grown within the past decade, 
will enter upon a career of commer- 
cial prosperity little dreamed of now. 
Theadvantages accruing from this 
direct communication with our sea- 
coast, through a fertile portion of the 
country, are too patent to require de- 
tail. We will bein a_ position to 
make Raleigh a cotton and grain 
market of the first rank, beside becom- 
ing a centre of supply for the counties 
lying north, south and west of us. 
Our merchants and business men are 
too wide-awake to their own interest 
not to see whata rare opportunity the 
accomplishment of this enterprise 
will give them to build upa whole- 
sale trade with a very large area of 
territory ; to graspa trade which is 
now given entirely to cities of other 
States.. But these things will not 
come tous without some effort on our 
part. The maxim that there is no 
great excellence without great 
labor is as applicable to combi- 
nations, corporations, etc., as toindi- 
viduals. As we said in the outset it 
is time that we should commence to 
act in this matter. Let our citizens, 
especially those who are to be bene- 
fitted most plainly, call and hold a 
public meeting in which the utility 
of this proposed road may be 
discussed, the benefits which it will 
inevitably bring in its train pointed 
out to the less far-sighted, and steps 
toward aiding in its accomplishment 
taken. Let a healthy public senti- 
ment be aroused in the matter, and 
let us all go heartily te work, each in 
his proper sphere, to secure an end 
whieh will not only enhance our 
present welfare but will open up to 
us such a bright future. Let 
the meeting be held. Let us 
show by our actions that we prop- 
erly appreciate the advantage now 
offered to us and that we intend to 
turn it to profitable account. If we 
have energy and enterprise now is 
the time to show it.
